Emil Ludwig, the historian and 
biographer of rivers and seas, 
wrote that paragraph during the 
second great war. The Mediter- 
ranean, Egypt, Malta, the Middle 
East, North Africa, were all a 
battleground. 

Today, as then, men and weap- 
ons are poised at many points 
about the Mediterranean. And on 
her blue waters the great car- 
riers move in planned courses, 
their aircraft lined and ready. 
Below the surface the submarines 
go silently as the great fish. And 
it is likely the underwater craft 
of Russia also are there. 

But there is a difference. 


Triggers 


The hydrogen and atomic weap- 
ons are loaded .. . the triggers 
are cocked. War may come. 

The Western nations suddenly 
have moved to prevent, without 
war if they can, the sure de- 
struction that could be expected 
for the future if they had re- 
mained quiescent. 

It was much simpler in 1940-45. 

Britain held Egypt and the Suez 
Canal. Britain held the other end 
of the land-locked ocean—Gibral- 
tar. Italy tried mightily to drive 
the British off the sea. Musso- 
lini, the great windbag, had 
thumped his chest for years, 
speaking of it as “Mare Nos- 
trum” .. . OUR Sea. 

But, we all know there is a 
new element. 

In 1952, Col. Abdal Gamal Nas- 
ser headed a military force which 
betrayed their king, roly-poly 
Farouk, depraved and soft. 

Col. Nasser moved swiftly. With 
pressure from the United States, 
he was able to bully the British 
troops out of Egypt, though his 
own treaty with them had years 
to run. He nationalized the canal. 

And all the while, with Russian 
and Saudian money, anti-Western 
agitation and subversions were 
carried on. Syria, Saudi Arabia, 
tiny feudal Yemen, openly ar- 
rayed themselves with Nasser. 

Jordan and Lebanon were neu- 
tral. 

Only Iraq boldly opposed. 

Russia, for centuries wanting a 
foothold on the Mediterranean and 
in the Middle East, moved strong- 
ly in. Syria was subverted.. The 
Soviets generously rearmed the 
Egyptian armies. Col. Nasser’s 
air force received jets. 


A Power 


So swiftly did events move that 
by 1956 Russia was, quite liter- 
ally, a power in the Middle East. 

Her power was buttressed by 
something neither Great Britain 
no. France had ever been able 
to have — emotional friendship. 
The Russians had joined in urging 
on Col. Nasser’s idea of an all- 
Arab union of “republics” which 
would rule all the Arabian penin- 
sula. The Soviets became more 
Arab than the Arabs. 

It was this which, in November 
1956, caused Israel, Britain and 
France to throw themselves into 
the Middle East to stop Egypt's 
mischief. Israel alone could have 
done it. For France and Britain 
ii would have been easy. 

But, the United States knew 
that Arab nationalism could not 
be halted with weapons . . . not 
for long, anyhow. The United 
States stopped the war. The Unit- 
ed Nations cleared the canal. It 
now belongs to Egypt. But the 
mischief, Egyptian and Russian, 
continued. Russia, staying always 
in the background, urged it on. 
Syria rebelled and joined Egypt. 
So effective was the Nasser-Rus- 
sian propaganda that not a gov-

These moves came quickly after 
U.S., Soviet and Swedish resolu- 
tions on the Mideast failed in the 
Council late in the day.

veto. 


LEBANON’S COMPLAINT 


The U.S. resolution would have 
the Assembly “‘make appropriate 
recommendations” on Lebanon’s 
complaint of intervention by the 
United Arab Republic to help the 
Lebanese rebels. 

The Soviet move for an emer- 
gency session would have the 
Assembly ‘“‘consider the question 
of the intervention of the United 
States and Great Britain in 
Lebanon and Jordan.” 

U.S. Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge made his proposal in the 
Security Council immediately aft- 
er the Soviet veto knocked off the 
U.S. resolution to send an inter- 

national military force to Leba- 
non. 


NOT THWARTED 


Lodge declared the United 
States would not be thwarted by 
a Soviet veto from attempts to 
restore peace in strife-torn Leba- 
non. 

At the suggestion of Japanese 
delegate Koto Matsudaira the 
Council voted to adjourn until 
Monday afternoon.

13, 1956, Detectives B. G. Holland 
and Y. H. Allen said. 

Cozzolino escaped from Kilby in 
June 1955, and was being sought 
on that charge at the time of the 
Atlanta robbery. He first was sen- 
tenced to Kilby in 1948 on two 
counts of armed robbery.

In Security Council 


Russia and Egypt yesterday turned all 
possible pressures on the United States 
and, indirectly, on Britain. 

In Moscow an organized mob of 100,- 
000 battered at the American Embassy 
with stones and bottles of ink. All the 
while the Russian TV cameras recorded 
the event for set owners all over the na- 
tion. It was a planned humiliation. 

Russia also announced it had con- 
ferred in Moscow with Prime Miunister 
Nasser of Egypt. That newest of men am- 
bitious for world power denounced the 
United States in angry and defiant terms, 
promising to spill the last drop of Arab 
blood. 


The signal had been sent, too, to Com- 
munist parties over the world and they 
were in full cry. 

This was expected—all of it. 

So was the Russian veto late Friday 
of the American proposal to send a Unit- 
ed Nations police force into Lebanon. But 
the American show of strength in the bal- 
loting, which was 9 to 1 with only Sweden 
abstaining, was significant. 

Russia also suffered overwhelming 
defeat in its resolution calling for im- 
mediate action to get Americans and Brit- 
ish out of the Middle East. The vote 
was 8 to 1, with Sweden and Japan ab- 
staining. 

The Russian resolution was another 
crude propaganda attempt to have the 
United States and Great Britain branded 
as the aggressor. 

Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
moved promptly to request an emergency 
session of the U.N. General Assembly. In 
so doing he beat Russia, which had 
threatened earlier to take such a step if 
the council refused to order American and 
British forces out of Lebanon and Jor- 
dan, to the punch. 

It was, by and large, a day of clear- 
cut victories for the United States. 

The United States has shown every 
intention of working within the frame- 
work of the United Nations if at all pos- 
sible. But the chips are now down. The 
United States cannot back down. 

The United Nations now must face 
facts and make a decision. Upon it hinges 
not only the answer to the issue at hand 
but the future effectiveness of the United 
Nations itself. 

As Ambassador Lodge said in his great 
speech of Thursday, if the U.N. cannot 
deal with subversion of governments, this 
failure may prove to be the rock on which 
the U.N. will break up. 

And that none would wish to see.

America needs the private, 
pendent college as never before. 


If the independent school is to sur- 
vive it must have the help of all Ameri- 
cans, privately and corporately.

The $75,699 is not a great deal but 
it is an encouraging beginning in a plan of 
private college finance that is catching 
on here and over the nation. 

Business and industry are coming to 
realize they invest when they help col- 
leges get the equipment and teachirg 
personnel they need to meet the educa- 
tional challenge of the age.

Congress Drags Feet 
On Labor Reform Law 


A congressional tug-of-war has jeop- 
ardized what originally promised to be a 
concerted effort to prevent recurrence 
of many of the labor union abuses bared 
by the Senate Rackets Committee. 

The House Labor Committee now is 
considering a bill which is decidedly 
weaker than the Senate’s proposal. Spon- 
soréd by Rep. Teller of New York, it 
specifies that annual reports on employe 
welfare and pension plans would be made 
to beneficiaries and participants on re- 
quest. No reports would be made to the 
government. 

Such a measure would accomplish 
little. Participants and so-called bene- 
ficiaries have been victimized for years, 
virtually helpless to do anything about it 
because of the strong-arm tactics of 
hoodlum leadership. Thus intimidated, 
they know better than to demand or

quires that annual reports be filed with 
the Secretary of Labor and made public. 
It also spells out explicit penalties for 
false reports and embezzlement of 
funds. Rep. Teller’s proposal does not. It 
is an ineffective and impotent approach to 
the problem. 


Still another labor reform measure, 
the Senate’s Kennedy-Ives bill, contains 
realistic provisions to halt abuses al- 
though it does have some objectionable 
features which do away with some de- 
sirable controls in the Taft-Hartley Act. 


But the real tragedy lies in the fact 
that the conflicts between House and 
Senate bills might well result in little if 
anything being done to clamp down on 
union shenanigans with stern legislation 
in the immediate future. 
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Aldermen Must Block 
Blow to Urban Renewal 


The proposed resolution to be voted 
on Monday by the Board of Aldermen to 
hold up building permits for 221 hous- 
ing until completion of a pending relo- 
cation survey might, if passed, prove dis- 
astrous to all efforts to rid Atlanta of 
some of its slums and to check the pro- 
gressive spread of destructive blight. 


Ald. Hamilton Douglas, a member of 
the aldermanic board’s urban renewal 
committee, should know what he is talk- 
ing about. In a letter to all board mem- 
bers, he points out that if this action is 
taken it can be interpreted only as a re- 
pudiation of urban renewal and will 
cause immeasurable damage to the pro- 
gram. 

Mr. Douglas points out the proposal 
would “pull the rug from under builders 
who have been encouraged by the city to 
invest time and money to build 221 
homes.” And after a slow start in which 
builders showed little interest in the pro- 
gram, a number of them now have made 
substantial investments in it. 


The alderman also paints out the reso- 
lution is illegal, unnecessary and “will 
serve no useful purpose.” The statement 
that the pending relocation survey may 
reveal the 221 program to be unnecessary, 
he says, simply is not so. He points out 
further that FHA commitments made to 
date total only 1,830 of such homes and 
that no particular ward will be faced 
with an unreasonable number of them. 


As for the $10,000 homes themselves, 
Mr. Douglas points out they are like any 
other houses built to sell at that price 
with the exception they must meet much 
higher standards of construction. 


Mr. Douglas is considered a man of 
perception and good judgment. Certainly 
his views on this matter are worthy of 
serious thought. If the board adopts this 
resolution—even though it is illegal and 
certain of veto—it will confirm charges 
that the board itself has little interest in 
Atlanta’s greatest civic problem.

Nation’s Crime Rate 
Is Still on the Rise 


Crimes against property are still on 
the increase in this country, according 
to FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover in his 
1958 fiscal year-end report. More bank 
robberies occurred during the past 12 
months than in any other similar period. 

During the year there were 631 vio- 
lations of the Federal Bank Robbery 
Statute, highest since 1932 when gang- 


sterism was rampant and there were 606 
violations. 


Throughout his report, Mr. Hoover 
noted an increasing crime trend through 
the country. Fortunately there is a cor- 
responding increase in convictions as 
shown in a 59 per cent increase in fines, 
savings and recoverings in FBlI-investi- 
gated cases which totaled nearly 133 
million dollars for the 1958 fiscal year 
as compared with 79 million dollars the 
previous year. A total of 16,504 motor 
vehicles were recovered. 


The increase in crimes against prop- 
erty is a nationwide trend. Police Chief 
Herbert Jenkins in Atlanta has cited it 
as a major concern of the city’s police 
department. 


While Mr. Hoover's report is alarming, 
the record of the FBI in apprehending 
criminals and in securing convictions is 
encouraging. Law enforcement agencies 
throughout the country must join in a 
concerted effort to reverse the trend 
which is exacting a toll running into 
billions from the American public.

One of the wonderful things about Americans 
is their generosity of spirit. This benevolent at- 
titude is illustrated in many remarkable ways in 
our national and local life. We respond 


we are “taken in’ by men of unworthy 


But I am very sure that many 

of us would prefer to be “taken 
in’ occasionally than to become 
so skeptical that each time we 
give we should feel the need for 
examining credentials. 
_It is a good thing to be aware 
of people in need, those whose 
welfare can be bettered only by 
our generosity and open-hearted- 
ness. But it seems to me that 
generosity of spirit often does 
more good to the giver than to 
the receiver of our considerations. 
I am quite sure that it brings 
more genuine happiness to give 
than to receive. I say this for 
several reasons: 


First, the willingness to identify 
ourselves through our gifts with 
those in need extends greatly 
the circumference of our interests. 
There is a natural tendency of 
men to live and die unto them- 
selves and to fight for their indi- 
vidual security. Such vacuum-type 
living almost invariably makes 
a man near-sighted. But to launch 
oneself into the world of need is 
to broaden interests and enthusi- 
asms. 


Second, this awareness of men 
whose needs are greater than our 
own makes us _ increasingly 
aware of our own good fortune. 
If we compare our lot to that of 
another, then we become more 
satisfied and contented. This in 
turn increases a sense of grati- 
tude in our hearts.

WASHINGTON—You can hardly overstate 
the calamity which falls upon the United States 


as the result of the pro-Nasser, 


anti-Western 


military coup in Iraq. It is a grievous blow bordering on salamat. 
The end is not yet in sight. These judgments seem to me inescap- 
able—and it will serve no useful purpose to try to escape them: 


1. The military revolt in Bagh- 
dad strikes from the arms of the 
West its stoutest, strongest, rich- 
est, most progressive Arab ally. 
It robs the Baghdad Pact (Iraq, 
Turkey, Pakistan and Britain 
joined to secure the Near East 
from communism) of its only 
Arab member and probably re- 
duces the alliance to impotence. 
It vastly strengthens Nasser, wid- 
ens the gates to Communist sub- 
version and threatens to close to 
Western Europe supplies of Mid- 
east oil without which its indus- 
tries may grind to a halt. It puts 
more of the inflamed Arab na- 
tionalism into the hands of the 
reckless Egyptian dictator and 
can lead to the total extinction of 
Western influence in the whole 
Middle East. 


2. President Eisenhower has 


grasped the lesser of two perilous 
risks. He could do nothing and 
almost certainly watch all West- 
ern interests in the Middle East 
go down the drain. He could re- 
spond to the appeal of President 
Chamoun and dispatch USS. 
troops to save the beleaguered 
government of Levanon from be- 
ing violently overthrown. He

The general convention of the 
Episcopal Church, meeting Octo 
ber 5-17 in Miami Beach, Fia., 
will be asked to set aside $400,- 
000 for the gift “in the name 
of the whole church.” 

The nuclear reactor is to be 
used by St. Paul’s University for 
its research program and would 
be equipped with facilities for. 
producing radioactive isotopes for 
clinics use by St. Luke’s Hospital, 
an Episcopal-supported institution 
in Tokyo. 

The gift is being recommended 
by the Episcopal Joint Commis- 
sion on the Peaceful Uses of 
Atomic Energy. The Commission 
states that “there is no ground 
whatever for a fear that at some 
future time’’ the nuclear reactor 
could be converted to military

The Top Baron 


In an era of high pressure and low finance in 

minor league bass ail, few rianagers reside at the 
same site for more than one or two seasons. 

Cal Ermer, the most experienced ycung pilct in the game, is 

an exception. He established a modern record fcr longevity in the 

Southern by spending six straight seasons in Chattanooga. He 

ted : , could have returned for another cam- 

paign, but elected to shift to Birming- 

ham. 

He has established a reputation as 
a sound manager who gets the most 
cut of his men. He knows the baseball 
bock, but he doesn’t mind bucking the 
odds. 

Off the diamond you won't en- 
counter a more personable guy, but 
during working hours he’s a tough 
competitcr who plays for keeps. 

Though he won't be 34 until 
November, Ermer is observing his 
tenth anniversary as a pilot. His 
impressive credentials list three 
pennants and four other first-di- 
vision finishes. 

When Ermer arrived on the scene 
in 1952, the Lookouts hadn't won a 
pennant since 1939. He passed the acid 
test by nosing out a more talented Atlanta club. 

Eddie Glennon, a noted authority who doesn’t mind appraising 
managers, is confident that Ermer will fracture the hex which has 
plagued Baron pilots since 1931. Glennon was jubilant when he 
landed Ermer, and he has had no reason to change his mind.

On the eve of the vital four-game series with Atlanta, Ermer 
relaxed at the Georgian Terrace and discussed the current race. 

Adhering closely to the managerial code, he refused to say that 
the Barons would win. 

“After more than half the season there is only a game and a 
half difference between the first and third place clubs,” he said. 
‘So it's quite obvious that this is a three-team race. 

“I think Birmingham, Atlanta and Mobile will battle right 
down to the wire. The race probably won't be decided until the 
last week. 

“There isn’t a soft touch in the league,’”’ he continued. 
“Little Rock is getting some help, and they’ll be hard to 
handle. Atlanta looked great when they took us three straight, 
and Mobile is a solid contender with terrific pitching. We won 
four straight from Chattanooga, but they were ahead in every 
ball game. I still say they have a good ball club.”’ 

Reminded that New Orleans was trailing the Barons by a mere 
19 games, Ermer refused to alter his previous statement. ‘Il can 
only judge by how a club looks when I see it,” he said, ‘‘and 
New Orleans gives us trouble.”’ 

When the curtain falls on the current campaign, Ermer will 
have logged more than a 1,000 games in the Southern. So it seemed 
appropriate to have him pick his personal All-Star team. Inci- 
dentally, he’s the only manager in Southern history to steer the 
loop All-Stars to three triumphs.

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ALL OUTDOORS 


BITES INEVITABLE, BUT SINGING MOSQUITOES. TOO MUCH 


By CHARLES ELIOTT 

Constitution Outdoor Columnist 
Some pessimistic soul has called my attention 
to the fact that one of the very definite summer- 
time hazards of living outdoors is insect bites. 


As if I didn’t know. Fortunately, 
about the only thing most of us 
in this part of the country ever 
get from an insect bite is irri- 
tation that is more mental than 
physical. Our common stinging 
and biting insects as mosqui- 
toes, wasps and ants, cause lit- 
tle more than discomfort when 
those creatures see the need of 
giving you or me a shot of their 
souped-up juices. 

How a person reacts to one of 
these injections depends largely 


hardly bothers one guy, while the fellow next to 
him will reel under the blow. I have a friend 


who is as tough and rugged an outdoorsman as 
ever I knew, but the sting of one bee is almost 
deadly to him. One drop of bee acid under his 
hide will cause his feet to swell and break his 
shoe laces if he doesn’t kick off his shoes. I 
have another friend who is fatal to the bees. One 
bite out of him and the insects stagger off to die. 


My nemesis of the summer woods is the chig- 
ger. That vicious microscopic mite will even pass 
up sweet-meated people to set up housekeeping 
under my hide. I’ve lost count of the preventa- 
tives and remedies I’ve tried for chiggers. They 
range from sulphur in my shoes, to digging them 
out with the point of a hunting knife. To this 
moment I’ve never discovered any chemical to 
discourage these torturers of human and inhuman 
people alike.

I'm sure I wouldn’t mind a mosquito so much 
if he didn’t sing before he preyed. In those few 
seconds before one of the minute monsters drives 


his rapier to its hilt in my hide, he seems posi- 
tively happy about his prospects. 
rumors that a singing mosquito won't bite. If 
that is the case, I'll take the individual with the 
lethal beak over the one with the song. 

Some folks I know seem to be immune to 
mosquito bites. The aerial swordsmen either fly 
around them to find me, or if they pause to 
puncture the guy’s skin, he ignores them com- 
pletely. I am sure they do not get as much sat- 
isfaction out of chewing on a fellow as callous 
as that, as they do by probing an anatomy as 


resentful as the one I own. 


Almost every individual who faces and defies 
the insect family to pursue his favorite outdoor 
activity, has his own pet and special remedy to

counteract the poison he 


acquires from the sting- 
of the winged tormentors. One 


fellow claims that a wad of used chewing tobacco 
for bee, wasp or hornet stings, will take the fire 
out of them immediately. He recommends that 
when you take to the woods, you should give up 
your smoking tobacco for the eating kind. 


Since the poison most insects carry on their 
stingers is a solution of acid, a good many ama- 
teur medicos recommend baking soda, applied 
as a paste. But who carries a box of baking soda 
around in his jeans? 

In my first aid kit I keep a tube of nuper- 
cainal cream, which has an anesthetic quality to 
ease severe pain. I use this for persons who are 


unusually sensitive to insect bites. 


For myself, I just sit, 
and wait for cooler weather to discourage the 
feeders on my hide.

NEW YORK—As showings of 
the couture group of the New 
York Dress Institute come down 
to the finish wire, there con- 
tinues to be little departure 
from the themes set forth on 
opening day of press week. 

The silhouettes, the colors, 
the fabrics are similar in feel- 
ing with only a few collections 
failing to fall in the straight 
line. And when these few do 
show fall as a fitted season, 
they seem so far off key that 
the tendency is to ignore them 
and wish them better luck for a 
winner next season. 

Of the showings this morning 
only B. H. Wragge was able to 
stir excitement to the pitch at 
which Trigere and Dior started. 
WALKING SUITS 

Ben Zuckerman, with a group 
of walking suits, emphasized 
again that this fall looks like a 
suit fall. In his collection all of 
the news in coats and suits is 
beautifully handled and, were 
he not near the end of the week, 
his showing would have set a 
trend. 

Again, virtually every coat has 
its appropriate, if not match- 
ing, dress as coats go high- 
waisted, straight-backed and 
low-flaring. His is a fit that 
doesn’t fit and collars wing 
away from the neck, rounded 
medium to small with a few 
oversize. 

Much is made of the walking 
suit in a thigh-length coat over 
a dress with controlled pleating 
from the knees down. General- 
ly, these are double-breasted 
and the coats may be worn over 
other dresses. Fringe is again 
in evidence as trim on suits in 
cape-jacket silhouette. 
ZUCKERMAN SUITS 

Zuckerman suits continue the 
feeling that suits are more of 
the dressmaker variety and you 
will see few that have any kin- 
ship to the man-tailored fam- 
ily of seasons past. 

Fox-Visioni submits the snace- 
curved jacket as suits show 
easy fit—always space between 
woman and suit. The curve is 
gently built in, practically in- 
visible. The jacket length is 
just above hip-bone and some- 
times touches the bauy there. 

Manufactured by and shown 
with the Fox-Visioni collection 
was a group of Clare Potters, a 
famiiiar touch to all concerned 
with fzshion. An innovation of 
the week was her group of two- 
piece dresses featuring pull- 
down top, elasticized at the bot- 
tom so the waistline may be 
located at any desired level. 
And the suspender dress makes 


a point of just what a blouse

Wragge seems to prove that 
pothing radical has changed 
since last fall Fashion has 
just jelled and you can’t miss 
the feeling. Everything gives 
the impression of falling from 
the shoulder—loose, easy, and 
tapered. There is less restric-

tion and complete purity of 
line. It shows once again the 
famed Wragge touch for under- 
stated simplicity with no de- 
pendence on any form of fri- 
volity for calling attention to 
the look. 


Black is combined with 
shades from the brown color 
chart in an unbelievably pleas- 
ing manner. Contour belts ride 
from the waistline down on the 
hips. A dress over a dress is 
a combination for _ stretch- 
ing the wardrobe in the Wragge 
fashion.

WASHINGTON (UPI)— The 
House Appropriations Committe | 
Friday disclosed a Labor Depart- 
ment prediction that the number 
of persons receiving jobless bene- 
fits will climb to a record high 
of 2,500,000 next winter. 

The committee also accused the 
administration of viewing the: 
economy through rose - colored 
glasses, asserting that the fore- | 
cast did not jibe with administra- 
tion statements that the recession 
has hit bottom and things will get 
better soon. 

The Democratic-controlled 
group levelled the charge in ap- 
proving a $94,900,000 appropria- 
tion to make sure a temporary 
extension of jobless benefits re- 
cently approved by Congress does 
not bog down for lack of funds. 
This was almost 10 million dollars 
more than the Labor Department 
sought. 

“The committee is at a com- 
plete loss to reconcile the recent 
optimistic pronouncements of 
some in high places in the ad- 
ministration with the official esti- 
mates of employment for the fis- 
cal year 1959,” the report said. 

“The official estimates...are 
that unemployment will be con- 
siderably greater in 1959 than dur- 
ing 1958,” it said. ‘‘The commit- 
tee fails to see the optimism in 
the official forecast.” 

The committee disclosed testi- 
mony of Robert C. Godwin, di- 
rector of the Bureau of Unem- 
ployment Security, who forecast 
that the number of persons re- 
ceiving unemployment checks 
would hit 3,500,000 next winter.
